W hen used in final m ix tu res 
containing greater am ounts of crude 
protein, urea In proper am ounts m ay 
not be h arm fu l to older anim als, 
but It is not recom m ended for dairy 
an im als under four m onths old.

If the label or feed ta g on a bag 
of supplem ent sta tes th a t m ore than 
9 per cent of the protein equivalent 
is p resen t in form oi urea, use p re­ 
caution to ensure a thorough m ix­ 
ing of the supplem ent w ith other 
ingredients.
